When the belt of lightning descended upon the college building 
the nurses were at their posts in the West Side Hospital, which 
stands fifteen feet tothe west, and was connected with the burning 
structure by a bridge at the third story.

President Eliot's announcement of Banker 
Morgan's gift was followed by a scene of 
enthusiasm seldom witnessed at an alumni 
dinner. The graduates sprang to their feet 
and cheered long and loud for the financier. 


How It Came About. . 

Some months ago, President Eliot explains, 
Messrs. Henry and Frank Higginson took a 
tract of twenty acres of land, paying $550,000 
for it. This they agreed to hold in trust for 
the university until means should be found 
to buy it from them, when they would sell at 
cost price. It was supposed that the carry- 
ing out of the plan would be a matter for the 
remote future: Nevertheless, the medical 
faculty, through a committee consisting of 
Drs. Henry P. Bowditch and J. Collins War- 
er to draw up plans and specifi- 
cations for the buildings which they would 
Une to have and could use next year ff they 
Hy them. The estimated cost was $2,000,- 


Last Friday Dr. Warren received a cable 
from Mr. Morgan, in which he said: 

“ Referring to our conversation and plans 
submitted, I am prepared to erect the central 
wuildings and two side pavilions as a memo- 
cia] to Juntus Spencer Morgan, a native of 
Massachusetts, and for many years a mer- 
chant of Boston. You can announce this.” 

President Bliot called attention to the 
phrase plans submitted,“ which he said in- 
cluded specifications, and said that these 
called for an outlay of more than $1,000,000.

His ability at managing police business 
brought him the appointment to the Super- 
intendency of the department, and one of 
his first moves in that capacity was à cru- 
sade against the gamblers, which ended in 
his death. 

Meredith married Miss Nellie Jennings of 
Seattle nine years ago. She survives 
together with two children, 8 and 5 years o 
age.

DIPPER DREDGE MAKES NEW 
RECORD AT RIVER’S MOUTH. 


During Last Month It Lifted Out 100,- 
000 Cubic Yards of Clay and Sand— 
Machine Constructed in Chicago. 


Racetrack and hot spell records are not the 

only ones being broken in Chicago nowadays. 
The world’s record for dipper dredging also 
has been overtaken and surpassed by the 
big digging machine that is cutting out the 
bottom of the lake at the mouth of the river. 
During the last month 100,000 cubic yards of 
clay and sand have been lifted out and 
dumped into scows. While this amount has 
been exceeded by the enormous suction 
dredges used on Mississippi River sandbars, 
it never has been equaled by a dipper dredge. 
The machine is one built on the North 
Branch last fall for the Lydon & Drew com- 
pany, and lifts eight yards at a time. Their 
present contract with the government for 
dredging the mouth of the harbor to twenty- 
four feet calls for the removal of 1,000,000 
yards of earth. 


AFFECTS ONLY EASTERN “TARS” 


Local Naval Militia Not Alarmed by 
Government's Threat to With- 
draw Its Support. 


Members of the Chicago Ship’s Crew of the 
Illinois Naval Militia profess to be not at all 
alarmed over a dispatch from Washington 
stating that the government authorities will 
withdraw their support from the naval re- 
serves of the country. 

„That will not apply to the militia of the 
great lakes,” said Lieutenant W. L. Wilson, 
commander of the naval forces of Illinois, 
“The federal authorities have been espe- 
clally pleased with the men out here and 
frequently have commended the Illinois boys. 
They are indignant at the Atlantic coast 
crews, which are always complaining, and 
which now have refused to take their sum- 
mer trip on the cruiser Prairie as usual. 

“We have our own vessel, the Dorothea, 
and will make our cruise.

DEAD NOW NOMBER 100 


AUTHENTIC INFORMATION FROM 
_ FLOODED ELKHORN VALLEY. 


Judge E. 8. Doolittle and Two Compan- 
fons Walk Through the Devastated 
Gorge and Describe the Scenes of 
Death and Desolation Witnessed on 
the Way—Most of the Victims Were 
Women and Children Unable to Save 
Themselves. 


Williamson, W. Va., June 26.—There is no 
longer any doubt but that the list of dead. 
the result of the recent flood, will exceed 100. 


upper end of the flooded. district bringing 
the first authentic information received from 
the scene of disaster. The party just ar- 
rived consisted of Judge E. S. Doolittle of 
Huntington, Judge Flourney of Charleston, 
and Elias Hatfield, Deputy Sheriff of Mingo 
County. 

Judge Doolittle said tonight that words 
could not describe the scene of devastation 
between Vivian and Davy. It was a great 
wave from a cloudburst and it swept every- 
thing before it. At Vivian the water came 
roaring down the mountain sides in monster 
waves and people who attempted to flee to 
the hills for safety were washed back and 
carried away by the raging current of the 
Elkhorn. | 

The section visited by the flood was thickly 
settled, but as the population consists chiefty 
of miners who were at work at the time, 
the large majority of the dead are women 
and children. Fifteen people are said to 
have been) drowned at Eckman. At Key- 
stone the loss of life was great. Probably 
thirty persons perished there. 5 

In one instance parties fled to an island 
and climbed small trees, only to be swept 
‘away fifteen minutes later by the tide which 
was filled with débris of every kind. Judge 
Doolittle was on the Norfolk and Western 
train No. 4 at Vivian when the flood tide 
overtook it. It took eleven urs to dig the 
débris away from the train after the flood- 
tide’ had passed. 

Another passenger train was lost at Eck- 
man, being completely carried away with 
box cars, houses, ete. More than 200 cars, 
many of them loaded with merchandise, were 
wa@hed away at that point. 

On Dry Fork the loss of life ix exceedingly 
great. Bodies are scattered all along the

The region from Ennis to Davy, forty-three 
miles, is completely in ruins. Hundréds of 
mine mules can be geen in heaps, 
mingled with human bodies. ear Davy a 
horse was found lodged in a dritt and a 
human body dangling to the same, the man’s 
foot having hung in the stirrup of the saddle. 

A report Has just reached here that fifieen 
bodies are lodged in a drift at Hatfield tun- 
nel, twenty miles east of this city. Parties 
have gone to the scene with the hope of re- 
covering them. 

C. F. Clifford, train d tcher for the Nor- 
folk and Western, walked from Ennis to 
Davy, forty-three miles. He says on his 
journey he saw five dead bodies at Eckman, 
seven at Keystone, and fifteen scattered 
promiscuously along the shores. He passed 
on through without stopping, and these were 
on his direct line of travel. Of courte this 
number may be largely increased. 

It is believed that the loss of life along the 
little streams emptying into the Keystone 
has been great. These streams have not yet 
been explored. 

The loss of property by the flood on the 
Elkhorn and the Tug Rivers is now roughly 
estimated at from $5,000,000 to $8,000,000. 

Keyser, W. Va., June 26.—A frightful storm 
passed through New Creek valley, south of 
Keyser, last night. It was an apparent repe- 
tition of the cloudburst, and in a short time 
the bottom lands were ‘covered by a river 
from ten to twenty feet deep, carrying off 
newly harvested heat, ruining oats, corn, 
and gardens, and damaging roads and pas- 
ture fields. It is not known that any lives 
were lost, but several persons are not ac- 
counted for. Today the waters receded and 
on all sides are lying the bodies of horses, 
cattle, sheep, hogs, and other live stock by 
the score.

S ADOPTED FOR NEW NAVAL MEDALS. | 


Congress ordered that two medals be struck to commemorate the achievements of 
the United States navy in the campaign in the’ West Indies during the Spanish-Amer- 
loan war; of these one is to be known as the battle medal and the other as the meritor- 

fous service medal. Acting upon the unanimous recommendation of the Naval Board 
of Awards, Secretary of the Navy Long has just approved the above two designs for 


In its report to Secretary Long the board on awards took particular pains to point 
out that the battle medal is not conferred for services rendered in any one engagement. 
It is, as Congress ordered, intended for all of the men who participated in the West In- 
dian campaign, and so it will go to those who were at Santiago, or at Ponce, or at San 
Juan, or at Matanzas, or at Cardenas, or off Cienfuegos, or to the fortunate few who 


The board stated that it placed Sampson's head upon the medal because he was Com- 
mander-in-Chiet ot the West Indian squadron, as the head of Dewey was placed on 
the Mantla medal. But the medal will not be known as the Santiago medal in particular, 
‘for the reason that it will bear upon the reverse the name of the decisive battle in 
which the recipient participated. The, additional battles will be represented by separ- 
ate bars attached to the suspending ribbon, the latter red, white, and blue, one bar for 
each battle. Thus in the case of an officer like Wainwright, who figured iu many en- 
gagements, the bars will be almost as conspicuous as the medal. 

The Sampson portrait is in profile taken from a likeness made just before the on 
break of the Spanish war. On this face of the medal the inscription reads: | 

United States Naval Campaign in the West Indies, 1898—William Thomas Samp- 


The suspending bar above bears the American eagle over a design in oak leaves. 

The reverse of the medal marks the government's recognition of the splendid ser- 
vices of The Man Behind the Gun.” Surrounding the picture on the rim of the medal 
is a handsome laurel wreath. The inscription would read like this: 

“ Santiago (or Cienfuegos or San Juan, etc.), July 3 (or the * da te), 1898.

Experts Differ on Future Prospect. 
No two experts among the owners of tobac- 
co plantations, the buyers, or the Havana 
manufacturers agree as to the extent to 
which the future production of tobacco may 
be increased. Some of them insist that, ex- 
cept for the inferior grades, there can be no 
‘material increase of production. Others off- 
hand will say that Cuba can produce in ex- 
ceptionally favorable circumstances five 
times the amount it now raises. Conserva- 
tive guessers, after figuring a while, usually 
say that with proper encouragement the pres- 
ent crop of the island may be doubled within 
the next ten or twelve years. Probably 
that is as good a guess as any one can make. 
Among the tobacco growers there does not 
seem to be much fear that the syndicates, or 
combinations, ever will be able to control 
production. It must be said that the experi- 
ence of the American and English capital- 
ists who have sought to combine the factories 
as the first step toward a monopoly of pro- 
| @uction confirms this view of the growers.

LONDON, June 26.—Prime Minister Balis- 
bury, referring to the war in south Africa 
in the course of a speech in London tonight, 
urged his hearers to draw thie. lesson from 
the existing “great crisis 
showed themselves unequal to wielding the 
forces which they profésse@ to hold, the 
result, not only in south Africa, but else- 
where, would be that their claims to power 
would not carry the least Weigbt. 


“ We are defending the King's territory,” 


said Lord Salisbury, against the invasion 
by neighbors, who in interhational law had 
no complaint against us, and Whe were mere- 
ly actuated by the greed for territory and the 
desire of enlarging their dominions. 

“This was the motive: that stimulated 
them. The motive that ought to actuate us 
is a determination to defend to the utmost 
the rights of the King and the sanctity of our 
frontier. 

“ Unless we now fulfill the professions that 
have been constantly held and determinately 
made we shall expose every part of our 
dominions to those who have hated us and 
have ceased to fear us.“ 


Not a Trivial Matter. 


Lord Salisbury said he had no doubt of the 
| complete and early victory of Great Britain 
in the present struggle, but expressed the 
opinion that it would be no trivial matter. 
He continued: 

When vou have succeeded, as you will 
you will be free from molestation 
by those who.desire your territories and who 
would gladly abate the position you hold in 
the world. If you allow the belief to arise 
that you are unable or unwilling to defend 
your own territory you will soon find that you 
have no territory to defend. 

That was Mr. Gladstone's great fault in 
the Majuba matter. He, doubtless, acted 
from high motives, but he did not realize 
what the outcome would be. We now know | 
from a hundred sources that the recollection 
of Majuba and the belief that resistance 
would be followed with the same results in- 
duced the Boer government to play the des- 
perate cast which will end in the destruction 
of the independence of their country. 
We must establish in the minds of the 
civilized world, especially in south Africa, 
the conviction that if our frontiers are vio- 
lated it will be a bitter time for those who 
have undertaken to do ft. It is only by in- 
spiring such a conviction that you can be 
safe.“ 


Rebukes His Own Party. 


Turning to home politics, Lord Salisbury 
administered a caustic rebuke to those of 
his followers who seem to think that the 
inefficiency of the Liberal party absolves 
them from a strict performance of their 
parliamentary duties. He dealt on the great 
moral gain which has accrued to this coun- 
try through the war, and asserted that the 
Stratford election shows that the policy of 
the government in south Africa is still gen- 
erally popular. The Liberal candidate held 
nearly as advanced views as Henry Labou- 
chere, and he has been soundly routed. 


Kruger Arrives in Rotterdam.

ROTTERDAM, June 26.—Mr. Kruger, ac- 
companied by Messrs. Wilmarens and Wes- 
sels of the Boer commission to Europe and 
America; Dr. Heymans, his physician; and 
Mr. Van Boeschoten, secretary to Dr. Leyds, 
arrived in this city today. The party was 
met at the railway station by the Burgomas- 
ter and deputations from all sorts of socie- 
tles. There was an official reception at the 
town hall, at which the Burgomaster spoke 
of the ties between the Netherlands and 
south Africa and the resemblance of the 
present war to the former struggle of the 
Dutch for liberty. 

In reply Mr. Kruger thanked the Burgo- 
master and said he was fully convinced that 
the Lord would deliver his country in his own 


good time. 


Mr. Kruger took a long drive through the 
streets in the afternoon. He received an 
enthusiastic welcome and was showered with 
flowers. 
Afterward he attended a reception of the 
Netherlands South African society, Girls. 
strewed flowers in front of his as Mr. Kru- 
ger entered the building.

An enormous*crowd was 
present. Mr. Kruger made a speech from 
the balcony of the hotel, in which he thanked 
the people for their reception 
Subsequently several persons paraded the 
streets carrying transparenctes Which read:

New York, June 26.—[Special.]—The Sev- 
enth National Bank, which wasin difficulties 
with the clearing-house on Tuesday, opened 
for business as usual today and was subject- 
ed to but a slight run, only about $25,000 
being withdrawn by depositors through ap- 
prehension. It was soon announced that 
the bank had met its morning obligations at 
the clearingr-house. 

The bank had a debit balance of about §224'- 
000, which is said to have been met with the 

stance of Edwin Gowd. Edward R. 

mas, the new President, who succeeded 
Mr. Kimball, was at the bank with Mr. Gould 
early in the morning. Mr. Gould’s interest 
was due to his connection with the Bowling 
Green Trust company. 

A curious story ef the election of Mr. Thom- 
as came to light taday. It appears that a 
large down-town bank had been in the habit 
of accepting the certification of the Seventh 
National’s. checks, when the certifying bank 
decided that it could no ſonger accept the 
Seventh's certification. President Kimball 
found himself in an akward predicament. 
He first sought the assistance of two of his 
directors. They were rich--one was reputed 
to be worth $15,000,000 and the other §3,000,- 
000. One he could not reach and the other 
could not see his way clear to raise the cash 
within the clearing-house time limit. 


Seeks Cash and Fails. 


Mr. Kimball sought cash elsewhere and 
failed again. Then the Clearing-House com- 
mittee began to call for money. Mr. Kimball 
was trying to,pull together the bank’s re- 
sources, and was still seeking the cash due 
the other banks when he: was summoned to 
meet the bank Presidents assembled at the 
clearing-house. 

He went. Throwing hiniself practically 
upon their mercy, he told his story and asked 
the assistance of the banks. They refused. 
They said the bank had unwisely extended 
accommodation to its customers; 

While Mr. Kimball was begging and plead- 
ing with the banks for assistance influences 
were at work to place the Presidency of the 
Seventh in other hands. General Sam Thomas 
was sick at home, but his bank account was 
particularly healthy. His son applied for a 
charter for the Empire Bank about a year 
ago. Some hitch occurred and the bank was

never started. 
‘Directors Buy Safety. 

The Seventh’s predicament was Mr. 
Thomas’ opportunity. He communicafed 
with his father. The old General took in 
the situation at a glance, drew his check, 
not for a million, as reported, but for $983,- 
000, no more, no less, and the payment was 
made on the condition that Edward R. 
Thomas should be the President of the 
Seventh National Bank of New York. Mr. 
Kimball was asked to resign. He did not 
want to go in that way; pleaded that a lit- 
tle time and consideration were due him 
under the circumstances. The price of the 
Presidency, however, was $983,000, and at 
that figure, so the story runs, the office was 
knocked down to its present occupant. 

Bank’s Narrow Escape. 

A local news bureau sent out the following 
today: It can be stated upon the authority 
of an officer connected with one of the lead- 
ing banks in the association that the Clear- 
ing-House committee spoke in frank terms te 
the representatives of the Seventh National 
Bank yesterday, and that in effect these rep- 
resentatives were told that they need not 
expect the slightest assistance from the as- 
sociation and unless their deficit was met be- 
fore the end of the day pressure would be 
brought to bear to have the bank closed. 

On this point it is interesting to note the 
comment of several bank officers in the fail- 
ure of the national bank examiners to ex- 
amine into the Seventh National's affairs. 

It is openly hinted that because of its 
powerful connections at Washington the 
bank enjoyed too many privileges.“ 
Perry S. Heath, one of the directors of the 

‘bank, was formerly First Assistant Post- 
master General. 

The Seventh National has rich men among 
its directors and shareholders, and was in 
good shape today, it was declared.

In connection with 
the London sales, which open next Tuesday, 
it may be stated that about 200 bales of fine 
Australlan have been shipped from Boston 
to London recently to be offered at the sales, 
presumably because the holder believes that 
he can dispose of it at better terms there 
than here. In the interior high prices con- 
tinus to be paid for the new wools and during 
the last week or ten days quite liberal pur- 
chases have been made in the territories and 
in Oregon by parties. Some of the 
new wools bought in eastern Oregon will 
cost fully 46c clean. The sales for the week 
in Boston amounted to 8,100,000 Ibs domestic 
and 276,000 Ibs foreign, making a total of 
8,875,000 Ibs, against a ‘total of 1,902,000 Ibs 
for the previous week and a total of 952,000 
ibs for the corresponding week last year. 
The sales since Jan. 1 amount to 104,774,900 
Ibs, against 67,688,100 Ibs for the correspond- 
ing time last year.

“DEAD HAND” OF TIME GRANTS. 

Scarcely could any event add more 
emphasis to the growing conviction that 
traction grants for fixed periods are im- 
politic, because of their deadening influence 
upon progress, than the suit just brought 
by traction stockholders to enforce the 
ninety-nine-year act against this city. In- 
deed ‘it would be difficult to overstate the. 
patalysing influence of that act upon the 
development of local rapid transit. 

In 1883 it was so successfully brandished 
that for a petty compromise about car 
licenses—the proceeds of which were then 
and are today comparatively trivial—the 
city granted a blanket twenty-year exten- 
sion for all car lines then existing, and did 


so without so much as a reference to the 


subject of fares, transfers, routes, or other 
items of service. | 

Today local street car services is notorious- 
ly poor, ill arranged, and expensive, but 
although the city has looked wistfully in 
all directions for relief it hag found none, 
and the special Committee on Local Trans- 
portation has not, up to the present moment, 
been able so much as to add one car to re- 
lieve crowding, one transfer point to lessen 
double fares, one substitution of a diametri- 
cal route for radial routes, one length of 
grooved rails, or one square yard of new 
pavements ween the tracks. The com- 
panies, under the extension named, are in 
absolute possession of trunk lines for 
at least two years, they are in guaranteeed 
possession of other important lines for fixed 
periods, extending in some cases until 1916, 
and stockholders are now asking the courts, 
under the act of 1865, to insure them im- 
munity from public interference on al their 
lines until 1958. The whole story is one of 
obstruction and frustration for the city. 

At the same time it is perceived that on 
the basis of these admitted or alleged 


«guaranties of definite duration enormous 
‘speculative burdens have been laid upon 


the street railway business of the city, the 
discharge of which has been and is in- 
tended In future to be an exhaustive drain 


zupon resources belonging legitimately to 


development. 
Thoughtful inquirers are realizing that 
the. essential purpose of time grants is 
speculative instead of constructive, that 
they afford impregnable security for be- 
lated accommodations and unfair terms, 
that they are the citadel of that corporate 
impertinence whose toleration character- 
izes, depresses, and disgraces American 
municipal bodies, that thé helplessness of. 


this community at the present moment in 


respect to the traction question by virtue 
of such grants is only as tragic as it is 
ridiculous, and finally that in actual fact 
the finest results in rapid transit develop- 
ment are secured where all guaranties for 
fixed duration are resolutely withheld. 
Whether the suit just begun is intended 
to be developed as a resource for franchise 
negotiations or not, the attempt thus made 
to employ against the demand for better 
street car service the- dead hand of the 
corrupted Legislature of 1865, will at least 
fulfill one useful function in illuminating 
the danger lurking in all grants for fixed 
periods. Not only is the time clause in such 
grants the seat of their corrupting power, 
but it is the ultimate fortress of the oper- 
ating abuses practiced under them. 


A PENALTY FOR PROGRESS. 
One of the penalties which man must 
suffer when improvements are introduced 
is the liability to More widespread incon- 


venience in case of accident, Take the 


street car system for example. So long as 
Chicago depended upon horse cars, an ac- 
cident could not easily stop the traffic on 
the whole system. If a ear broke down it 
could be pushed off the track and out of 
the way, or if a horse fell dead another 
soon could be procured. But when the 
cable system came into use the breaking 
of a strand of.the wire rope could stop the 
whole system and make thousands late to 


barrels, representing a saving of $900,000, 
Other smaller roads in Oalifornia will con- 
sume 126,000 barrels, saving $90,000. Thus 
the railroads alone will use 7,270,200 bar- 
rels and will make a saving of $5,193,000 
annually. But the industrial plants in 
southern California alone use a million 
barrels a year, to say nothing of steamers, 
street railway lines, and other consumers 
of coal now preparing to use oil. It is evi- 
dent that the California wells soon will be 
unable to meet the demand even within 
that State. | 

The same readjustment is going on in 
the region of the Texas wells. A significant 
effect is seen in the fact that the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad has reduced the 
price of coal from $1.75 to $1.10 at Mobile 
and in proportion at other points where the 
competition of oil is felt. New Orleans is 
getting Alabama coal 60 or 65 cents cheaper 
than ever before. The railroads and the 
mine owners realize that fuel oil is a factor 
of first importance, and they are trying to 
meet it on a new price basis. This change 


alone will save millions of dollars to South- 


ern industries, even though many of them 
may not abandon the use of coal. This 
saving may represent a temporary loss of 
profits to the coal mines and the coal roads, 
bat this will be more than compensated for 
by the stimulus to indystries of all kinds 
resulting from a marked cheapening of fuel. 


LEVYING A TAX ON POSTERS. : 
Every placard or painted street advertise- 
ment in France is subjected to a tax. Each 
printed poster is required to have a stamp 
affixed, varying in value from one cent fur 
the smallest to four cents for the largest. 
These stamps must be affixed to all bills 
posted on walls or in public places, even 
though they be written by hand. Failure to 
comply with the law renders the author, 
the printer, and the billposter alike liable to 
fines. In the case of painted street adver- 


tisements the tax is levied in the form of a 


license fee, which must be paid before the 
sign can be painted, The fee varies ac- 
cording to the number of square yards in the 
poster, and also according to the size of the 
town, being 20 cents a square yard in small 


towns and 50 cents in Paris. Failure to pay 


this tax involves a heavy fine. There is no 
tax on ordinary signs in front of stores. 


This system of taxing posters has been 
in use in France since the days of the last 


empire, and has proved to be a reliable | 
source of revenue. The average income of 


the government from poster stamps is about 
$600,000 a year, while that from painted 
street advertisements is $20,000, making a 
total of $710,000. This is a snug item of 
revenue, but an even more important effect 
of the law is its influence in preventing the 
indiscriminate defacement of streets and 
boulevards with the flaring advertisements 


that assail the eye everywhere in American 


cities. | | 

The city fathers of Chicago might do well 
to consider the advisability of adapting the 
French plan to local conditions. A graded 
tax varying with the size of the poster or 
billboard would be a legitimate and salutary 


means for keeping the poster nuisance with- 


in bounds. ‘he city is always in need of 
revenue, and a poster tax might be made 


profitable both financially and esthetically. 


- THE TRUE TARIFF POLICY. 

It is evident that Senator Foraker, though 
he voted for the Dingley tariff law, is not so 
unwilling to change it as some of his col- 
leagues are. In his remarks to the Ohio 
State convention day before yesterday he 
called attention to the fact that a point in 
industrial development has been reached in 
this country where production exceeds con- 
sumption. “ We must find markets for the 
surplus,” said the Senator, “ or quit produc- 


ing it.” But to diminish production is to cut | 


down the pay roll. This is not to be thought 
of, and hence new markets must be found. 
In order that these markets may be se- 


cured Senator Foraker would have Ameri- 


cans assert their right to a fair share of the 
trade of eastern Asia. This is one reason 
why he believes in holding on to the Philip- 
pines. He says also “ We can get partial 
relief by tariff revision and reciprocity 
treaties with European and South American 


It is to be hoped that the President will 


be as little moved by these latest attacks 
on the commissioner as he has been by pre- 
vious ones, and will keep him where he is. 
No man can fill the office and escape the at- 
tacks of the pension attorneys unless he is 
another Corporal Tanner, eager to grant a 
pension to everybody who asks for one. 


THE NAVAL MILITIA. 

The naval authorities at Washington are 
said to have become disgusted with the lack 
of interest shown by naval militiamen in 
the plans for their education and training. 
The Navy department had planned to take 
the militiamen to sea in a warship, giving 
each detachment a cruise of two weeks 
under the supervision of competent officers, 
but the project is now said to have been 
abandoned. It was natural to suppose that 
the young men would be eager to get such 
training, but the enthusiasm shown imme- 
diately after the war with Spains seems to 
have evaporated in the Eastern States. 

The charge of indifference cannot be ap- 
plied justly to the IIlinois Naval Militia. 
Not only did this ambitious body of young 
men render excellent service during the 
war, but it has preserved a large share of 
its enthusiasm since then. The summer 
cruise on the lakes has been popular, and 
the arrival of the Dorothea this year, giving 
the boys a vessel of their own, has increased 
their interest. The Naval Reserves in 
Michigan and Ohio are likewise exonerated 
from the charge of indifference. It is a note- 
worthy fact that the reserves along the 


great lakes always have shown more inter- 


est in naval practice than those along the 


Atlantic coast. Whether this is because 


men on this side of the Alleghenies are more 
belligerent than those on the other, or be- 
cause a cruise has more novelty for people 
in the interior than for those along the coast, 


is a problem for the psychologists to solve. |

BILL FOR WECKLER, 


GRAND JURY VOTES INDICTMENT 
Ton FAKE INQUEST. 


Former Deputy Coroner Charged with 
Malfeasance in Office in Connection 
with the Death of Marie A, Deffen- 


Asked for Requisition Papers for the 
Accused, Whe Is Supposed to Be in 


Indiana—Point in Murder Theory, | 


On the testimony of five witnesses that 
had conducted a fake inquest on the body yr 
Marie A. Défenbach, victim of the insurance 
ee a swindle for which Dr. August M. 

and F. Wayland Brown were held 
guilty, the grand jury yesterday voted an in- 
dictment for malfeasance in office against 
former Deputy Coroner John C. Weckler. 
The true bill will be presented in court this 
morning. The violation charged is a mis- 
demeanor, and is punishable by a fine rang- 
ing from $1 to $10,000. One of the chief wit- 
nesses against Weckler was Frank H. Smiley, 
the third defendant in the insurance con- 
spiracy. He asserted that when the inquest 


was held he made his statement without 


being put under oath; that the Coroner's 
jury consisted of six empty chairs; that 
Weckler prepared a verdict declaring death 
had resulted from dysentery, and then signed 
to this finding the names of six alleged 
jurors. Smiley further asserted he had 
signed the written statement of his testi- 
mony prepared by the Coroner’s deputy 
without being sworn, and without even hav- 
ing been shown the body of the 3 woman, 
that identification might be s 


Weckler’s Statement 


Weckler’s own statements, made dur! 
the trial of Brown and Unger, were intro. | & 
duced by C. E. Snively, who asserted that 
the ex-Deputy had admitted to him that 
empty chairs composed the jury which 
passed on the death of Miss Defenbach. Mr. 
Snively had found Weckler in hiding at the 
Big Two clubhouse, on the shore of Long 
ei near Muler's Station, Lake County, 


Steps already have been taken to appre- 
hend Weckler, who is believed to be in Indi- 
ana. Application has been forwarded to 
Acting Governor Northcott for requisition 
papers. | 

New Point in Defenbach Case. 

The State is now devoting every effort to 
corroborate its theory that Marie Defenbach 
came to her death through unnatural causes. 
Information has been received that a man 
named Ballentine, an embalmer, took charge 
of the body of the girl on the day of her 
death, removed the stomach, and, after em- 
balming the body, burned the stomach, at 
the order of one of the conspirators. This 
clew is being investigated. 

Tomorrow morning Judge Tuley is expected 
to hear arguments by attorneys for Unger 
and Brown demanding a new trial.

TO BUILD FOR LIFE-SAVERS. 


New Station for Chicago Crew Will Be 
Erected Without Delay, Construc- 


tion Starting in August. 


Work on Chicago’s long-heralded new life- 
saving station will begin in a few weeks, ac- 


} cording to information received from Wash- 
ington by Captain Sinnigen. The new station | & 


will be the largest and finest in the country. 
A letter from the architect of the department 
at Washington, received yesterday at the sta- 
tion on the end of the south pier, states that 
bids for the work will be opened during July, 
and actual construction commenced in Au 
gust. 

The new structure isto stand some distance 
east from the old, in the elbow of the govern- 
ment plier at the south side of the harbor 
mouth. It will rest on piling, and will be 
two stories high. This station already has 
one of the finest self-righting lifeboats in the 
country, for which will be constructed a 
boatroom 40x50 teet tour times as large as 
the present one. 

Besides keepers’ rooms the station will 
contain separate sleeping-rooms tor the 
surfmen—an entirely new feature—besides a 
large assemDly-room. A new Beebe & Me- 
Clellan surfboat will be given the crew, and 
the old one, with the beach apparatus, will 
be kept mounted on wheels ready for runs on
